In u short tme the entive vilng
was arouscd nnd  the negroes  sciad
tered throughont the town, seeking
hiding places from the mob, which
wis dotermined o lynel the negroes
If they were captured, Some of the
negroes telephoned to Fort Robluson

for ald, and I a short thoe & company
of negro cavalry arclved from  the
fort, four miles distant. The fghting
wns still going on, and the negro sol-
diors finally put ont all Hghts in or
der to minke It easler to quist the
fight. Two of the soldiers sought to
escape by hiding In a disreputable
house, but a band enterad the house,
and, after a short strugele, succoeded
in capturing Sergeant Reed, who was
Jlodged in jall, The crowd was so in-
flammed against the negroes by this
time that an effort was made to enter
the jail and lyneh Reed, but the au-
thorities turned the matter of his pro-
tection over to the llewtenant com-
manding the company, and a guard
was placed around the fnll
Martial Law.

The negroes who went to town had
broken awway from the fort and, rald-
fog the ammunition foom, had started
for town, When & roll call was taken,
Captain Fleming found many missing

and Immedintely sent troops into the
town He statloned cavalerymoen all
over the town and the soldieas had or

St. Paul, May 17.—The first of a
terles of law suits, growing out of the
attempis of the city of Omaha, Neb,
to acqulre the property and rights of
the Omaha Water company, are now
being heard in the United States clre
cult court of appeals.
